Tas School Board asked for $5;013,000 for 
this year. The Finance Committee has cut it 
down to $4,750,000, Even with that reduction 
the amount is more than the 2 per cent on the 
assessment, to which the city is confined for 
all municipal purposes except schools, interest 
on the debt, the public library, and judgments. 
So the schools come high. Nobody grudges 
the money legitimately spent for education. 
All admit that as the number of children in- 
creases there must be more school buildings 
and more teachers. But there is a growing 
impression that the School Board is getting a 
little reckiess in its demands on the taxpay- 
ers, and that it is influenced to ask for so much 
money by contractors, who are greedy for 
jobs, and who like to build and furnish school- 
houses whether they are needed or not.

These heavy de- 
mands of the School Board will give taxpayers 
some idea what the situation would be if the 
city were freed from all limitations on taxa- 
tion and each department could ask for all it 
wanted with a reasonable certainty of getting 
it.

: MAJ. M’KINLEY’S PROPHECIES, 

A Worcester (Mass.) dispatch says: 

Ex-Congressman William McKinley of Ohio, in 
aspeech on Tazation at Mechanics’ Hall to- 
night, referring to what the last Congress had 
accomplished in the way of tariff legislation, de- 

that “no Democratic majority in Con- 
gress that will be elected in the next ten years 
will be able to repeal it.” 

Maj. McKinley, ex-Congressman, has been 
moved before this by what he believed to be 
the spirit of inspiration and has made predic- 
tions concerning events which were to happen 
in the near future. A year ago he prophesied 
that the passage of the bill which bears his 
name would bea great thing for the Repub- 
lican party, filling ita sails with the winds of 
victory. Last fall’s election rather gave the 
refutation to. his prophecy. It made him an 
ex-M. C. He deciared also that a number of 
other things would happen as the result of 
his bill to imerease the war duties on 791 
articles, One of them was that the wages of, 
men in manufactories would rise. They have 
fallen rather than risen since his bill went 
into effect. Another was that the farmers of 
Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, and neighboring 
States would get much better prices for their 
wool, The contrary has been the case. Prices 


Jof wool have declined. | 


If a man is à false prophet about things 
which are to take place in less than a year 
what faith can be putin his \ aticinations as 
to what will or will not happen in the next ten 
years? Is not the conclusion inevitable that 
the spirits which possess him are false and not 
true ones? If Maj. McKinley could not fore- 
cast the result of the last Congressional elec- 
tion even up to the very day the people voted 
how much less can he foresee the result of the 
five Congressional elections which will take 
place before his ten-year period, which reaches 
out into the second year of the next century. 
During that long time ahead there Will be 
three Presidential elections. Nearly two full 
Senatorial terms will have expired. Of the 
present members of that body and of the 
House not more than half a dozen of each 
may be in their seats a decade hence. Who 
can say what will happen in the interim? 
Who endowed Maj. McKinley with such pre- 
vision? 

Who in 1851 conjectured rightly what the 
state of things would be in 1861? Who then 
foresaw a tremendous civil war? Who proph- 
esied the disappearance of the Whig party 
from the political stage and its replacement 
by a new and more vigorous organization? 
Who prophesied in 1883, when President Ar- 
thur’s Administration was carrying out the 
policy of Garfield on the tariff of reducing du- 
ties ‘where they were too high, that in less 
than eight years a plank would be 
into the Republican platform by the tools of

THE ANIMUS OF THE NEW ORLEANS 
LYNCHING. 

The statement made by Mr. John C. Wick- 
liffe, a member of the late Committee of Fif- 
teen at New Orleans, is the clearest and most 
reasonable defense of the lynching of the 
Italians that has yet appeared, and will go far 
towards excusing the action of the people, who 
saw no other way out from the toils that were 
gathering about them except by taking the 
law into their own hands and enforcing ite 
processes themselves. After reciting the 
violent acts of the Mafia that led up to the as- 
sassination of the Chief of Police and the hope 
of the people that at last tae courts would pro- 
tect them Mr. Wickliffe says: 

Then came the knowledge that the money of the 
Mafia had corrupted the jury, that the expert 
„ jury-fixer” had performed his task, and that all 
their patience had been in vain. They saw these 
chiefs and their willing tools about to be turned 
loose to recommence their course of crime. They 
saw their lives in danger, the witnesses’ lives in 
danger, the prosecuting officers’ lives in danger. 
They saw witnesses in the future terrified into 
silence or perjury; they saw the machinery of 
public justice disjointed and outof gear; they 
saw the wheels of the law stopped by bribery; 
they saw the community and every man in it at 
the mercy of a band of criminals organized for as- 
sassination, which had now learned that they 
could with impunity strike duwn the chief officer 
of the law; they saw the members of the Mafia 
who were at large tear down the American flag, 
spit upon it, and trample it under foot, and then 
hoist it, union down, beneath the Italian flag. 
This is not a figure of speech ; it was actually done 
on the levee at the lugger landing. They heard 
the boast openly uttered in every of the city: 
“The Mafia isontop and it rule New Or- 
leans. What were they to do? Submit to this 
outrage upon justice and tamely offer their necks 
to the yoke of alien criminals, or strike in defense 
of civilization and organized society? 

Evidently then a state of affairs had risen in 
New Orleans when men were 80 terrorized 
by the Mafia that they were afraid to act as 
witnesses or jurors and hardly as Judges. It 
is common to human nature everywhere, even 
among the ‘ boldest and bravest, to fear assas- 
sination when it comes from unknown quar- 
ters and stalks about in disguise. Courageous 
men quail before an unseen enemy, not know- 
ing what menaces them or where or how the 
disguised foe may strike. Such being the 
case the only thing left seemed to be to rise 
and kill so as to give the community some as- 
surance that it could discharge the duties 
without fear which the State lays upon the 
citizen. It was a terrible remedy, but it 
seems tohave had this effect. There have 
been threatening letters written, but the 
unseen foe has not attacked men like Wick- 
liffe or Parkerson with pistol or stiletto. It 
has made a serious impressiom upon the 
minds of murderously-inclined Italians, how- 
ever. They have realized that if they at- 
tempted to follow up the lynching of the 
criminals with assassination reprisal swift and 
sure would follow upon the whole Italian 
colony. Mr. Wickliffe has thrown a new and 
strong light upon the question and appears to 
have demonstrated convincingly that a com- 
munity may reach that point of terrorization 
by a secret society where no other remedy 
will prove effective except that employed by 
the people of New Orleans. 


ELEVATED RAILROAD FRONTAGE. 

An effort is now being made at Springfield 
to change the law requiring that the project- 
ora of street, cable, or elevated railroads in 
the city must obtain consent thereto from the 
owners of half the property fronting on each 
mile ot the proposed route. The object of the 
change asked for is a vicious one. It is to 
place one set of propertyowners, and the 
larger ones, at the mercy of another having 
smaller and opposing interests. If conceded 
it would empower the owners of five miles of 
cheap frontage outside the city to vote down 
those owning four miles of vastly more valu- 
able frontage in the more densely populated 
areas. The propertyowners in districts that 
would be greatly benefited by the change 
could get what they wanted by damaging the 
owners of property in the heart of the city, 
who pay by far the largest share of the taxes, 
and would have no voice m preventing their 
possessions from being badly damaged in the 
interest of suburban land speculators, who 
want at any cost to others than themselves 
rapid traveling communication between their 
homes and the heart of the city. 

Tho present law is not only fair to all par- 
ties, but sufficiently liberal in its terms. Un- 
der it the city is getting eleveted lines about 
as fast as expedient, if not quite so rapidly as 
wished for by some who want them as a 
means of booming outside property. We 
have the alley road nearly finished, the West 
Lake Street line in process of construction 
and reaching clear into the heart of the South 
Side, and the Randolph and Southwestern 
Plank Road line authorized by charter to un- 
dertake a third. Hence ‘the law as it now 
stands cannot be objected to as preventing the 
construction of elevated roads. Its only et- 
fect is to stop the building of those which are 
pthe masses of the

keted are so faulty in principle and so seldom 
verified by the subsequent facts that it isa 
wonder otherwise sensible people can be found 
willing to make them. 

Yet we find the Government statistician 
leading the noble host of State estimators in 
perpetrating what ought to be the self-evident 
absurdity of telling how much a crop is worth 
when little of it has been sent to market. He 


gave for the value of the wheat crop of last 
vear $334,773,678 (correct to a single dollar?), 
being about 88% cents per bushel, and of corn 
‘as $754,433,451, 


equal to 505¢ cents per bushel. 
Those were the December estimates, made up 
only three months after the spring wheat of 
the Northwest had begun to move, and not 10 
per cent of the corn surplus had left the hands 
of farmers. Wither the figures of that time 
were unfair or those recently realized on the 
cereals, especially for corn and oats, are so 
grossly out of the way that Statistician Dodge 


ought to be entitled to prosecute the several 
Boards of Trade of the country for makmg 


him and his work ridiculous. But this is not 
a whit more out of ‘the way than his estimate 
of an average value of 22 cents per bushel fur 
the corn in the surplus producing States on 
the crop of 1889, which would have been fur- 
ther from the truth but for the fact he could 
not foresee—that the depression in prices con- 
tinued some three months after the date for 
which he compilea his figures. 

It is sufficiently absurd to pretend to count 
up to within a few bushels the quantity of 
each kind of grain in each and all of the 
United States and send the statement out to 
the world with a grave face as if the counter 
expected it would be swallowed by sensible 
men. But this is not nearly so ridiculous as 
taking those assumed numbers of bushels 
soon after the beginning of the crop year and 
“finding” the value by multiplying by the 
prices then obtainable. It is all the worse as 
such statements are taken hold of by the 
agitators to prove things which are not true, 
the changes being rung a thousand times on 
the erroneous official estimate that the farm- 
ers of this State lost ten millions on their corn 
crop of 1889, that being made when the mar- 
ket was near the lowest point it has touched 
in more than a quarter of a century, It is 
fair to ask why the people of this State and 
Nation should be compelled to keep on paying 
for such rubbish year after year, and why 
somebody does not interpose to stop the mani- 
fest absurdities perpetrated in the name of a 
great community, If we are to have statistics 
of crops they should at least be made up on a 
plan which will not expase them to the ridi- 
cule of every man who knows anything of the 
nature of figures and the limitations of accu- 
racy in the results attained by manipulating 
them, 7 


ALONG THE: ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 

The management of the Illinois Central 
railroad has prepared a set of maps showing 
the population by counties all along the lines 
of the company, and indicating graphically 
the relative development in the different 
areas which contribute to the business of the 
road. The following are the census totals for

These figures show for the whole State the 
handsome gain of about 25 per cent in popu- 
lation during the last decade, yet the items 
composing the totals may be accepted as indi- 
cating the probability that for the agricultural 
areas in the north part of the State the satura- 
tion point was reached about ten years ago. 
With one exception all the counties southeast 
ot a line from St. Louis through Centralia 
and Champaign show gains, and a similar re- 
mark may be made of the group north of 
Livingston and east of Ogle—those clustering 
around Chicago. Another well marked area 
of growth lies between the Illinois Central 
and the lower ninety miles of the IIlinois 
River. But except those in Southern IIlinois 
all of the sixty-eight counties showing an in- 
crease in the last ten years seem in every case 
to contain either coal mines or commercial or 
manufacturing centers. Thatis, most of the 
exceptions to decadence contain the elements 
of town or city life, indicating that the purely 
agricultural population has ceased to augment 
in numbers, if it be not actually on the de- 
crease. 

Of the 99 counties in Iowa 70 show a gain, 25 
a decrease, and 4 were stationary or nearly so 
during the last decade. But of the 23 coun- 


ties in Iowa through which the Illinois Central 


runs all except 2show an increase. All the 
Southern States through which the lines 
run exhibit gains in population, and the county 
exceptions are Ballard in Kentucky, Madison 
and Hardeman in Tennessee, and Panola, 
Marshall, Lafayette, and Hinds in Mississippi. 
Of the counties crossed by the road 29 show 
an increase and 9 a decrease; the totals for all 
counties in the States named, with Louisiana, 
being 105 increased, 21 decreased, and 2 nearly 
stationary. 7 

It may be observed that in the more souther- 
ly areas, as in Illinois, the tendency is to a 
stationary condition if not to a decrease in the 
purely agricultural sections. But it should 
not be forgotten that this by no ‘means im- 
plies necessarily a desertion of farms or even 
consolidation into larger ones than formerly. 
The employment of machinery now enables 
the farmer to cultivate ‘an equal area with 
much less of manual labor than was necessary 
ten or twenty years ago, and a lessening of 
population may therefore be due in large part 
if not altogether to a decrease in the number 
of hired workers, not of those who own or 
rent the soil. This is a consideration that has 
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to have a full voice in the matter, 


the determination that France should not get 
control of the Mediterranean Sea and the 
Suez Canal, as it would do if it destroyed the 
Austrian and Italian fleets, England, there- 
fore, would be compelled to declare for the 
interests of the dreibund, which indirectly 
would be its interests.

It could supply provisions and 
munitions of war, and if necessary a hundred 
thousand men, whocould be thrown upon the 
French coast and invade that country. Such 
a conflict once begun no part ef Europe 
would remain neutral. International treaties 
and agreéments of this kind would be flung 
to the winds and Belgium, Luxembourg, Switz- 
erland, and other neutral provinces would be 
the main theaters of strife. Even little prov- 
inces like Greece, Servia, Bulgaria, and Monte- 
negro would rise to importance and play no 
inferior part in this struggle of the giants. 

In place of such a conflict as this, rending 
and tearing all Europe, would it not be wiser 
and more humane, more in accordance with 
nineteenth-century progress and civilization, 
to appoint some great supreme court to act as 
an arbitrator and pass upon all questions in- 
volved?, Each and every one of the sovereigns 
connected with these alliances knows that, 
however the war might turn out, every nation 
involved would be crippled commercially, 
financially, and agriculturally, and would be 
put back years, Why, then, should they not 
settle these questions by arbitrating them in- 
stead of fighting over them?

THE REV. DR, NEWTON IS DEFIANT. 


He Persists in Permitting Outside Pastors 
to Occupy His Pulpit ~ 

Nzw York, March 27.—[Special.]—Clergy- 
men and others interested in church matters 
read with great interest the news that the Rev. 
Dr. R. Heber Newton of All Souls’ Memorial 
Church and the Rev. Dr. Rainsford of St. 
George’s were to be the subjects of a solemn 
remonstrance because they persist in allow- 
ing ministers who are not orthodox to preach 
from their pulpits, and thereby, it is said, vio- 
late one of the canons of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church. Comments upon the proposed 
action were varied. 

The remenstrance did not worry the Rev. 
Dr. Newton, nor did the threat that if the re- 
monstrance did not have the desired effect 
the petitioners would try to get Bishop Potter 
to exercise his disciplinary authority. Dr. 
Newton has been in ecclesiastical hot 
water before. He is determined, too, that his 
“friends the enemy“ shall not be embar- 
rassed by any lack of evidence in case they 
desire to go to extremes. At the services in 
his church today addresses were delivered by 
the Rev. Dr. Briggs, the famous Presbyterian 
theologian; the Rev. Dr. Bolles, pastor of the 
Third Universalist Church; the Rev. Dr. Rob- 
ert Collyer, pastor of the Unitarian Church of 
the Messiah; and the Rev. Dr. Tyler, pastor of 
the Church of the Disciples. And if they had 
not been prevented from attending by sick- 
ness he would also have had present a Baptist 
and a Methodist.

Farmers were looking forward to 
the harvest of winter wheat~ with great confi- 
dence, and as the sequel proved they were not 
disappointed, March, 1890, went.out with the 
ground east of the ippi and south of 
the Ohio thoroughly goaked by rain.

In Southern Dakota the snow is practically

ground. In 1888 Dakota commenced sowing 
the 15th of April: Minnesota. commenced the 
17th to the 20th; Wisconsin commenced from 
the 20th to the 25th, and 1888 was the shortest 
crop the Northwest ever made. With ample 
moisture in the ground the general conditions 
are favorable fora full acreage of wheat and 
oats in the States just named. 

The reserves in farmers’ hands of all kinds 
of grain are small, particularly oats, 

Oats? 

The value to the country and to the farmers 
at large of the coming oat crop is beyond com- 
putation. The Ys Be re scarcity of reserves, 
the high price of , the great demand for 
feed make the final outcome of this crop one 
of extraordinary interest. Hence it is no 
wonder that farmers are ting anxious to 
be seeding their boats.“ @ big snow-storm 
of the present week in Nebraska and Kansas 
puts a stop, for the present at least, to all 
thoughts of seeding. 

A big rain-storm over a wide area of coun- 
try east of the Mississippi in those States 
where so large a proportion of the oat crop is 
grown puts also a quietus on seeding for the 
time being. 

A year ago on the first of April over 90 per 
cent of the entire oat crop of the country was 
then in the ground, and it is perfectly safe to 
say today that there has not been 5 per cent 
of the entire oat crop yet gone into the 
1 — feeding tod largely and 

Farmers are i ay more largely 
freely to their teams than for the last three 
months; this condition of things must and 
will continue until harvest, and when we come 
to take the seed also out of the reserves of oats 
it can be readily seen that the surplus to go to 
market will be surprisingly small. 

Winter Wheat, 


Texas reports that with plenty of moisture 
in the ground and.a high degree of tempera- 
ture the wheat promises as well at this date as 
it has done for years. Just a year ago at this 
time.a severe freeze almost destroyed the crop. 
Buds are now bursting and grass and vegeta- 
tion coming forward very rapidly. Farmers 
are all done planting corn the early plant- 
ed is just beginnmg to come up. Farmers are 
well up with their work and everything indi- 
cates a prosperous year. Wheat in farmers’ 
hands exhausted and the majority of the Texas 
mille are ing idle and will continue so 
until next harvest. In the Pan Handle of Texas 
and along the Fort Worth and Denver rail- 
road the winter wheat area has been increased 
at least thirty-three per cent above last 
year. In Kentucky spring work is progress- 
ing slowly on account of so much rain. The 
wheat has just commenced to grow and is re- 
ported in hetter condition than last season at 
this time. The cold weather of ten days ago 
checked its growth, but from this setback it 
has entirely recovered. Farmers have been 
selling very freely recently, and millers carry 
very light stocks. :
